of Cuba arising since January 1, 1959 for

losses resulting from the nationalization, expropriationm,
intervention or other taking of, or special measures’
directed against, property including any rights or inter-
ests therein owned wholly or partially, directly or in- .
directly at the time by nationals of the United States.

Section 502(3) of the Act provides:

The term property means any property, r1ght,'or inter- .
est including any leasehold interest, and debts owed by o
the Covernment of Cuba or by enterprises which have been
nationalized, expropriated, intervened, or taken by the
Government of Cuba and debts which'are a charge on" prop-
erty which has been nationalized, expropriated, 1ntervened
or taken by the Government of Cuba.
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This clatm~waa‘opened~nn.the*baGLSnof information received by
the'Comnission that claimant had been ungble to return ito the
Unitgd States, The Cemmtgoion;‘however, has been informed that
said claimant returnéd to fhe United States on August 29, 1969
and was given information éoncerning the filing of claims for any
property which siight have been taken b& the Govermment of Cuba.

The claimant has not contacted the Commission. Accordingly, sinoé
no claim has been asserted for interests invpropenty-ﬁhich was ngtion-
alized, okpropriated,er otherwise takgn by the Goverdvment of Cubag, it is
